Canea, Feb. 19.—The fort at Voucou- 


ils, which is garrisoned by five hundred 
Turkish troops, has been besieged for 
several days by a large force of well- 
armed insurgents.

Woman Suffrage 
Defeated. 
Gypsy 


Moth Bill. North Adams Sill Passed. 


The House devoted Thursday afternoon 


to'the woman suffrage amendment to the 
constitution and the debate was different 
from the debates of pact years in that it 
was occupied more with the question of 
expediency than of principle. Less of 
the time than usual was devoted to the 
fundamental reasons for suffrage and 
more was devoted to asserting the expe- 
diency or inexpediency of submitting the 
amendment to the people in view of the 
vote against the suffrage in 1895. The 
members were recorded 53 in favor of the 
amendment to 86 against it, and 21 pairs. 


The Senate is dead set against the gypsy 


moth and after a debate occupying muoh 
time Wednesday and Thursday voted by 
22 to 7 not to cnt down the bouse appro- 
priation bill from $150,000 to (100,000. 


By 12 to 127 the House voted down the 


amendment of* Mr. Pierce of Milton to 
limit the North Adams school bonds from 
90 years to 20 and passed the bill to be en 
grossed.
